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Acute llinesses and Injuries
Cause Average of 9.9 Days
of Restricted Activity in 1980

According to the National Health
Interview Survey (NHIS), an estimated
484.2 million acute illnesses and in-
juries occurred in 1980 among the
civilian noninstitutionalized popula-
tion of the United States, resulting in
an average of 9.9 days of restricted
activity per person. The NHIS is a
continuous nationwide sample survey
that provides information on the
health of the nation. Personal inter-
views utilizing a questionnaire were
used to elicit information from the
respondents.

Acute illnesses, as defined in the
report on the survey, are conditions
that have lasted less than 3 months
and have involved either medical at-
tention or restricted activity. Respira-
tory conditions, including influenza,
had the highest reported incidence
(116.2 per 100 persons) and ac-
counted for a higher rate of restricted-
activity days (432.3 per 100 persons)
in 1980 than in 1979.

The estimated number of persons
injured in 1980 totaled 68 million, a
rate of 31.2 persons injured per 100
population. The highest proportion of
persons injured (39.2) was in the 6-16-
year age group.

The report on the survey provides
detailed tables on the incidence of
acute conditions and the disability as-

sociated with them, persons injured
and associated disability, disability
days for acute and chronic condi-
tions, limitation of activity due to
chronic conditions, hospitalization,
dental visits, quarterly acute condi-
tion estimates, and the population
used in computing annual rates.
These tables are limited to age and
sex population categories.

Training Courses of the Centers for
Disease Control.
